American Revolutionary War. 

Allan Macpherson fitted into 
this Tory setting, and prospered. 
Soon he owned the grist mill, then} 
a saw mill, o general store anda 
distillery. He was the first post- 
master of the village, justice of 
the peace, a major in the Lennox | 
Militia, and loter, a colonel. | 
Above his general store was print- 
ed Naponee's first newspaper.

The pro- 
ject received a centennial grant, 
and opened to the public in Aug- 
ust 1967.

FIRE DESTROYS 
V&R MARKET 


Last Thursday, at approximately 
4:30 p.m. fire destroyed the V&R 
Market on Dundas St. West. The 
V&R was comprised of a restaurant 
grocery store and service station 
and also served as the living quor- 
ters for Roger Dussault, his wife 
and five children. Mr. Dussault 
had just taken ownership of the 
business on July 5 of this year. 

It is believed that the fire 
started in a fuse box and quickly 
spread to the rest of the building. 

The fire broke out so quickly 
that Mr. Dussault was unable to 
save anything. Besides the con- 
tents of the building, and all the 
family's household belongings, 
$500 in cash, and the family's 
pet budgie bird were lost in the 
blaze.

Damage was estimated at over 
$31,000 of which, only half was 
covered by insurance. 

The building was one of those 
hurriedly erected during the First 
World War at Camp Rathburn near 
Deseronto. It was later moved to 
its present site. ? 

The exterior of the building 
was stucco andthe insulation in- 
cluded such materials as tar paper 
and straw which made the task of 
saving the structure almost impos- 
sible. 

Since there is only a 4 inch 
water main at that end of town, 
poor waterpressure hampered the 
firemen's efforts and the firemen 
had to haul water from the bay to 
continue fighting the blaze. 

The Deseronto Volunteer Fire 
Department battled the blaze until 
midnight but were only able to 
save the gas pumps and a small 
service building.

Potter Turns Over 
Samples To 
Pollution Control 


Dr. R. T. Potter again has 
called on the provincial govern- 
|ment to take a tougher stand on 
industrial pollution of Ontario's 
| waterways. 
| The Quinte MPP brough sam- 
|ples of water taken from the Trent 
River to Queen's Park last week. 

He said he would send the wa~ 
ter, dirty brown in color and con- 
taining solids, to the Ontario Wa- 
ter Resources Commission. 

The samples were taken from 
|the Trent neor the riverside plant 
of Domtar Newsprint after Dr. 
Potter took OWRC officials on a 
survey of Bay of Quinte pollution 
last week. 

"We can't wait another coupl 
of yeors for this to be cleaned up, 
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said the MPP. "We've used kid 
gloves for too long. It's time to 
get tough." 

During the survey, OWRC vi 
chairman John Root and Trenton 
town councillors watched a pipe 
discharging dirt brown effluent 
into the Trent from near the Dom 
tar plant. 

However, yesterday, Dr. Pot 
ter emphasized he was not singling 
out the Trenton operation. 

"I'm not going after Domtar 
in particular," he said. "I'm 
going after any industry that pol 
lutes." 

Mr. Root said yesterday that 
he didn't believe what he saw at 
Domtar was "a normal discharge. " 

"| don't know what it was, 
but | take a pretty dim view of 
what | saw.” 

At Trenton, Dometar officic 
said the company's industrial wast 
discharges were well within the 
legal minumum limits set by the 
Owrc. 

Assistant manager A.J.Mc 
Intyre said Domtar had spent a 
great deal of money reducing the 
pollution and, in fact, had gone 
| further than any other paper mill 
he knew of. 

The problem wasn't cured, hi 
acknowledged. However, the 
discharge is below the present 
standard set by the OWRC. 

D. P. Calpice, director of 
the OWRC industrial wastes divi 
ion, said the problem “is not cor 
pletely solved. It is o pollution 
problem."

On Friday, August 16th, the 
Scanner had the privilege of a 
visit by Mr. Shinichi Sueyoshi of 
Miyazaki City in Japan. Mr.

DESERONTO 
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Report Says | 
Housing Shortage | 
Fault of Govt. 


Housing, probably Canada's 
most pressing problem will come 
under the scrutiny of the Ontario 
Municipal Association on the fi- 
nal day of its annual convention 
here. 

Delegates today will discuss 
and vote on a special committee's 
report that lays the blame for the 
housing shortage squarely on gov~ 
ernment at all levels--municipal, 
provincial and federal. 

The report, compiled by a com- 
mittee of six under the chairman- 
ship of Toronto Alderman David 
Rotenberg, found that industry and 
labor have performed well in a- 
dopting modern cost-cutting me- 


demands. 


. .government at all levels--muni- 
cipal, provincial and federal-- 
whose action, or more appropriate 
ly, inaction, has brought a 19th 
century spproach to a 20th Cent- 
ury problem. " 

Defining the areas in which 
government has failed, the com- 
mittee said the federal government 
has the basic responsibility to im- 
prove the housing situation. It 
proposed changes to lower costs 
and stimulate and influx of new 
money into home building. 

The federal government should 
make grants available through Cen 
tral Mortgage and Housing Corp. 
similar to grants already available 


g| for urban renewal, the report said. 


Government seemed "mesmerized" | 
by the United States approach but 
slum clearance was not Canada's 
major problem. The problem was 
simply a lack of enough housing. 
The federal government should 
make National Housing Act loans 
available for older housing just as 
they are now available for new 
housing. 

Another recommendation was 
that the federal government should 
return the maximum NHA rate to 
about six per cent and make money 
available through direct loans.

On September 3, all kinder- 
garten children should be brought 
to this classroom (by parents, pre- 
ferably) at any time between 9 
ond 11 o'clock so that information | 
sheets may be completed with the 
classroom. Regular classes will 
begin on Wednesday Sept. 4th.

THE DESERONTO AND SKYWAY SCANNER 


TRUDEAU GOVT. 
REVIEWS AIRPORT 
POLICY 


Like its predecessors, the Tru- 
deau government is reported to be 
reviewing Canadian air transport 
policy and the possibility of mak- 
ing Air Canada into a public 
shareholder - owned company. 

James Richardson, new minis~ 
ter without portfolio with special 
responsibilites for transport mat 
ters, has been given the job of 
drafting new policy for submission 
to the cabinet. 

The 40-year-old former head 
of Richardson Securities of Canada 
is said to have powerful support 
within the cabinet for the idea of 
having the publicly owned air- 
line go its own way inthe business 
world. He could not be reached 
for comment. 

Air Canada, formerly Trans- 
Canada Air Lines, now is owned 
by Canadian National Railways, 
itself a Crown corporation. 

Until the Diefenbaker govern- 
ment had its review of air policy, 
TCA had a monopoly on cross~ 
Canada traffic. Canadian Pacific 
Airlines was then permitted to 
schedule limited cross-Canada 
service. 

During its time in office, the 
Pearson government reviewed air 
policy and left the major lines 
pretty much as they were. It 
opened the way for more privately 
owned feeder lines to contribute 
to the cross-Canada network of 
service. 

The new Trudeau government's 
review is reported to start first 
with the future of Air Canada and 
then spread into wider questions 
of whether Canada can support 
two major lines or whether Air 
Conada andCP Airlines should 
be merged and put into a position 
of collaboration rather then com- 
petition. 

The question is taken even 
further by some thought that Air 
Canada might become one of a 
number of Crown corporations 
which would be taken over by the 
Canadian Development Corp., 
if and when it is set up.

Finance Minister Benson is 
reported to favor establishing the 
CDC as a shareholder-owned com- 
pany owning such companies as 
Polymer Corp Eldorada Mining 
and Refining Co., Northern Tran- 
sportation Ltd. and Air Canada. 
They now are state-owned enter- 
prises which are profitable. 

Air Canda last year reported 
operating revenues totalling $345, 
611,220 and income after operat~ 
ing expenses of $15,879,931. 
Interest on its debt amounted to 
$3,547,320. This was an increase: 
from $2,909,878 in 1966. 

Last year's net income was less 
than one per cent of the companys 
total assests of $387,450,510. 

Air Canada is a fully-owned 
subsidiary of Canadian National 
Railways and paid $200,000 in 
dividends on the 50,000 shares 
held by the CNR. 

One of the features of AIR 
Canada which security analysts 
say would deter the general pub- 
lic from buying shares is the com- 
pany's small return on investment. 
Shareholder-owned airlines in the 
United States, where rates are 
also controlled by a government 
agency, show returns of six to 
seven per cent on their invested 
capital.

Dry Garden 
Flowers For Indoor 


Horticulturists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture and Food 
suggest drying flowers for indoor 
decoration when fresh-cut flowers 
are not available. 

Flowers to be dried must be 
picked before they are fully open- 
ed because the drying process will 
cause them to openfurther. Flowers 
chosen for drying should not be _ 
too succulent. They should be 
picked before they wilt from the 
afternoon sun, and dried quickly 
to ensure good quality. 

Cockscomb, honesty, Chinese 
lantern, statice, globe amaranth, 
and strawflower can all be easily 
dried. After picking, remove the 
foliage and tie the stems together 
in small bunches. They should be 
hung upside down in a cool, dark 
place which is well ventilated.

Treat - Sweet 
Tender Corn 


Serve corn-on-the-cob as 
fresh as possible, says the Foods 
Department, Macdonald Institute, 
University of Guelph. The rea- 
son is that 20 minutes after the 
cob has been picked, the sugor 
in the kernels starts to change 
to starch causing a loss in the 
sweet flavor characteristic of 
corn=on-the=cob. 

Adding a little sugar to the 
cooking water will help restore 
some of the sweetness. |

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At the store, look for cobs 
with even rows of milky, rounded 
kernels. The color of the kernels 
is one indication of the maturity 
of the cob; immature kernels are 
pearly, while overripe kernels 
are deep yellow or orange. 

Since the time element is so 
critical in maintaining freshness, 
freezing fresh corn is recommend- 
ed. Have enough violently boil- 
ing water to immerse the kernels; 
place the husked cobs in wire 
or cheesecloth bag, immerse, 
and time (9 minutes for meduim- 
sized cobs.) Chill immediately 
in cold running water, thendrain 
Package at once in a moisture~ 
and vapor-proof material, such 
as plastic bags or heavily waxed 
cartons. Freeze at once. To 
serve cobs that have been frozen, 
first thaw completely, then im- 
merse in boiling water, and cook 
just 4 minutes or long enough to 
heat the cobs through. 

If there is a space shortage, 
freeze just the kernels. Blanch 
the cobs, then cut off the kernels 
and package them as directed a- 
bove. Frozen kernels will not
